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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered 
but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that in the Krebs reference, the catheter is inserted inside the plastic tube rather than inside the 
metal mandrel. Examiner notes that Applicant is claiming a product rather than a method of using a product. Thus, the Krebs catheter 
need not be disclosed as being inserted through the metal mandrel so long as Krebs discloses all the elements claimed. Applicant also 
argues that the metal mandrel is solid rather than hollow. Examiner is not relying on the solid mandrel, but rather the hollow mandrel in 
the Krebs disclosure. Applicant also argues that Krebs is teaching away from using a hollow steel tube. Examiner notes that the 
rejection relies on the disclosure of the hollow mandrel as the hollow steel tube, and does not rely on the Krebs modifications of the 
mandrel for the 103 rejection. 
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
